The  state  ol  society  at  any  time  may  be 
known  by  knowing  the  direction  of  the 
forces  working  in  it  at  any  time.  Force 
undirected,  chaos.  Force  under  wise  direc- 
tion, cosmos.  The  mission  of  theeducated 
• young  woman  going  out  from  this  home? 
This  is  it.  To  dictate  the  direction.  There 
are  in  Mississippi  today  300,000 men.  The 
forces  of  these  300,000  lives  are  acting  in 
some  direction.  I hazard  the* assertion 
that  there  are  not  three  out  of  these  300,- 
000  whose  life  current  is  not  directed  by 
women.  And  if  there  are  three,  God  pity 
the  three.  Man  is  executive.  Woman  it 
directive.  The  evolution  ol  society  will  be 
along  the  lines  laid  down  by  its  women. 
The  direction  of  the  forces,  good  or  bad, 
the  conduct,  the  destiny  of  society  is  in  the 
hands  of  its  women. 

But.  secondly,  the  Ideal.  The  nature 
and  torm  of  any  product  depends  upon  the 
ideal— the  pattern  in  the  soul  of  the  pro- 
^ucer*  The  child  sees  a dim  ideal,  and 
builds  with  blocks  his  little  house.  The 
Sav  age  sees  a rude  ideal,  and  crudely  tra- 
ces the  unlovely  lines  upon  the  rocks.  The 
Barbarian  in  his  dreama  hears  the  indis- 
tinct tones  of  a far-away  melody, and  seeks 
to  reproduce  it  on  his  gong.  Roeblingsees 
a vision  and  Brooklyn  bridge  has  annihi- 
lated Last  river.  The  graceful  pillars  of 
the  Parthenon  stood  complete  in  their 
beauty  in  the  soul  of  Phidias  before  a stone 
was  laid  upon  the  Acropolis.  The  majes- 
tic tones  of  the  “Messiah”  had  marched  in 
rhythmic  ranks  through  the  soul  of  Han- 
del before  a page  of  paper  was  marked  by 
a single  note. 

The  great  thing  is  to  see  the  ideal.  The 
ordinary  workman  can  saw  out  the  lines 
that  have  already  been  marked  by  the 
master  architect.  An  ordinary  workman 
can  lay  a stone  in  the  place  appointed.  An 
ordinary  artist  can  touch  with  color  the 
lines  traced  out  by  the  master.  An  ordi- 
dinary  musician  can  touch  the  notes  which 
Genius  has  jotted  down. 

The  nature,  the  welfare,  the  destiny  of 
society,  depend  upon  the  nature  of  the 
ideal  and  the  clearness  with  which  this 
ideal  is  discerned.  What  is  the  educated 
woman's  work  in  the  world?  This  is  it. 
To.  point  man’s  eyes  to  the  ideal.  This 
ideal  may  be  more  or  less  imperfectly 
worked  out,  but  the  product  will  be  after 
the  type  of  the  ideal.  Let  me  hear  the  in- 
fluential young  woman  from  any  coaimu- 
nity  give  her  ideal,  and  I will  tell  yon  the 
status  of  society  in  the  community.  The 
only  reason  that  the  morals  of  any  com* 
munity  are  no  better  than  they  are,  is  that 
the  young  women  of  the  community  do 
not  care  for  them  to  be.  The  only  reason 
that  the  culture  of  any  community  is  not 
higher  than  it  is,  is  that  the  young  women  ] 
"f  that  community  do  not  care  for  it  to  be.  < 
There  is  no  time  here  to  show  by  history  i 
the  truth  of  this  assertion.  It  would  be 
interesting  indeed  to  note  bow  the  women 
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of  the  ancient  Germans  went  with  them 
upon  their  great  invasions,  and  were  the 
offtcles  to  which  the  warrior  appealed  for 
gddaocc.  To  note  the  fact  that  the  great 
speial  and  political  revolutions  in  Rome, 
looking  to  the  betterment  of  society,  owed 
tbear  origin  to  women.  To  hear  Gibbon 
testify  that  the  Goths  owed  their  first  idea 


: the.  Goths  owed  their  first  idea  of 

Christianity  to  a young  girl,  a prisoner  in 
tjieir  camp.  To  hear  him  tell  how  the  fi- 
’ etjy  Frank  was  won  to  Christ  by  the  fair 
Clotilda.  But  there  is  not  time  for  this.  I 
merely  pause  to  reiterate  the  statement  : 
\iy  society  is,  has  been,  and  will  be  what 
the  women  of  that  society  wish  it  to  be. 

But,  again,  Conservation.  It  matters 
lititle  how  lofty  the  ideal,  how  potent  the 
efrergy  to  attain  it,  if  there  be  not  a con- 
serving  factor  to  make  permanent  the  re- 
results  attained.  It  is  man’s  to  produce; 
woman  s to  conserve.  Man  may  sweep 
the  floors  of  the  ocean  for  its  pearls  and 
rob  the  vaults  of  the  mountains  for  their 
silver  and  gold.  It  will  be  labor  lost  un- 
less there  be  a woman  to  welcome  him 
hotme  and  to  conserve  the  treasures  won.

An  important  part  of  oar  Christian  edu- 
cation is  the  visiting  and  relieving  pi  the 
sick  and  the  giving  of  other  necessary  aid, 
the  need  of4 which  accompanies  and  oft- 
times  follow!  a spell  of  sickness,  especially 
where  the  poor  are  concerned. 

VNe  remember  how  the  good  Samaritan, 
after  binding  np  the  wounds  of  the  man 
who  tell  among  thieves,  set  him  on  his  own 
beast,  and  bronght  him  to  an  inn,  and 
took  care  of  him.  And  on  the  morrow 
when  he  departed,  he  book  out  two  pence 
and  gave  them  to  the  host,  and  said  unto 
him:  “Take 'care  of  him;  and  whatsoever 
thou  spendest  more,  when  I come  again,  I 
will  repay  you.” 

There  is  a disposition  to  “pass  by  on  the 
other  side,''  and  the  good  Samaritan’s 
credit,  was  greater  for  the  reason  that  he 
helped  the  unfortunate  who  was  left  unno- 
ticed by  the  priest,  who  perhaps  cared  for 
the  praise  of  men,  and  sought  a more 
showy  field;  and  by  the  Levite,  who,  prob- 
ably, would  have  aided,  had  a multitude 
been  present,. . 

In  like  manner,  the  whole  burden  often 
rests  with'  * single  individual,  and  it  is  a 
noble  nature^that  takes  up  the  duty  at 
hand,  and  while  performing  it  with  pa- 
tience, struggles  on  without  the  faintest 
spirit  of  rebellion.  Oftimes  the  world 
looks  on  and  understands  not,  and  the 
tired  burden- bearer,  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  he  leans  on  Christ  Jesus,  would 
become  crushed  beneath  his  load  of  respon- 
sibility.

) The  brave  soul,  who — knowing  no  lead- 
er but  right— attends  with  untiring  effort 
the  wants  of  some  poor  human  who  can  i 
never  repay  him,  leading,  if  need  be,  a sol- 
itary existence,  a life  nearly  devoid  of 
worldly  pleasures,  has,  in  his  thinking  and 
acting,  the  glqrious  consciousness  of  duty 
performed,  which  only  crowns  the  efforts 
of  the  faithful.  "The  world  forgetting,  by 
the  world  forgot,”  he- is  possessed  of  a 
soul -peace  beyond  the  comprehension  of 
the  ordinary  (aortal,  eves  the  every-day 
Christian  fails  to  fnlly  understand  its  im- 
port.

The  Lost  Motion.

.The  Hustlersville  Baptist  Church  jvas 
convened  in  a called  meeting.  Only  a few 
knew  the  object  of  the  meeting  until  Dea- 
con Smithers  arose  and  called  the  meeting 
to  order.  He  said  that  it  was  his  painlnl 
duty  to  mention  a fact  that,  though 
known  to  many,  had  never  been  spoken  of 
in  public,  and  while  he  believed  it  his  duty 
to  stand  by  his  pastor  in  all  things  rea- 
sonable, yet  the  time  had  come  when  he, 
as  a member  of  the  Hustlersville  Baptist 
Church,  must  withdraw  his  support  from 
the  present  pastor.

Only 
yesterday  a groeeryman  had  called  on  him 
and  told  him  that  the  pastor  owed  a gro- 
cer’s bill  of  more  than  $20.  This  was  not 
all.  Everybody  knew  that  he  owed  a fur- 
niture bill  that  was  long  past  due,  and 
that  he  was  paying  extra  interest  on  same. 
There  was  but  one  thing  to  do,  and  that 
was  to  demand  the  pastor’s  resignation. 
The  church  would  nevC^prosper  with  such 
a leader. 

Other  members  spoke  in  the  same  vein. 

A motion  was  made  that  the  pastor  be 
asked  to  resign.  Remarks  were  in  order. 
For  a minute  all  was  silence.  Then  Bro. 
Turner  arose  and  said  that  the  whole 
thing  was  a puzzle  to  him.  The  pastor 
could  not  be  accused  of  extravagance;  he 
used  neither  tobacco  nor  whiskey;  he  did 
not  attend  shows  nor  theatres.  He  was 
sure  that  the  pastor’s  wife  wasnotextrav- 
agant.  She  did  her  own  washing  and 
cooking,  and  it  was  hinted  that  she  made 
her  old  dresses,  over  and  that  she  even 
turned  her  husband’s  long  coat  to  make  it 
look  new.  Bro.  Turner  could  not  see  justi 
how  the  pastor  could  get  in  debt. 

Bro.  Smithers  thought  that  there  must 
be  extiavagance  somewhere.  He  was 
sure  that  the  pa9tor  received  more  money 
than  any  member  of  the  church.  “Now,” 
said  he,  “there  is  Deacon  Jones,  whose 
whole  crop  last  year  sold  for  only  $500, 
or  do  you  mean  that  he  sold  $5P£  ftxmi 
his  farm?” 

The  answer  came  promptly?  “He" sold  ,] 
$500  worth  of  grain  jrofn  his  farm.”  -S 
Bro.  Turner  took  out  his  book  "aodmade 
some  figures.  Then  he  spoker  v1f£eacon  i 
Jones  and  his  family  lived  on  thesproducts 
of  hi9  farm.  He  raised  hogs,  chickens,  — i 
fruit,  two  or  three  beeves,  had  his  own  < 
house,  no  rent  to  pay,  no  firewood  to  buy; 
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In  fact,  Deacon  Jones  last  year  saved  near- 
ly as  much  money  as  our  pastor  received. 
As  well  as  I can  make  out,  Bro.  Jones 
would  have  had  to  pay  between  $1,000 
and  $1,200  for  the  things  he  used  last  year 
if  he  had  gotten  them  on  the  market.  I 
should  like  to  know  whether  the  pastor 
has  really  received  the  $550.  If  has, 
some  one  has  overpaid,  for  I owe  $10  on 
last  year’s  salary,  which  I shall  hapd  over 
to  the  treasurer.  If  the  pastor  is  to  go, 
he  ought  to  be  paid  up.” 

When  Bro.  Turner  took  his  seat  silence 
reigned  for  five  minutes.  Then  there  was 
a rattling  of  paper  and  Deacon  Slithers 
was  seen  writing  in  a small  Hook;  The 
leaf  was  torn  out  and  passed  to  the  treas 
jurer.  Deacon  Jones  said  in  aloud  whis- 
per: “Bro.  Smithers,  lend  me  thatcheck 
book.  I believe  I owe  some,  too.?’  He 
wrote  a check  for  $8  and  s&yv  a ‘^tub’’ 
marked  $10.  Another  member  passed  up 
a bill,  and  then  another,  until  the  treasur- 
er  coaid  not  receipt  fast  enough. 

The  motion  to  ask  the  pastor  to  fesign 
was  lorgotten.  About  $60  had  been  paid 
into  the  treasury,  and  the  following  day 
the  pastor  paid  the  grocer’s  bill  and  4ook 
up  the  note  at  the  furniture  stor^  and 
, bought  a set  of  books  that  he  so  much 
needed.  The  next  day  Deacon  Smithers 
met  the  pastor  and  gave  him  $3,  saving: 
“Here,  pastor,  is  the  money  for  that  die- 
tionary  that  you  got  for  me  about  a 
month  ago.  (It  had  lieen  three  months). 

I clean  forgot  it.” 

Everybody  said  that  the  pabtor  preach- 
ed better  than  usual  on  the  next  Sunday. 
There  were  three  professions  and  some  re- 
quests for  prayer.  Five  new  members 
were  added  to  the  church.  , 

The  church  voted  to  increase  the  pastor's 

salary  and  to  pay  it  up  in  full  at  the  end 
of  each  month.

The  Duty  of  Church  MemlierH  in  Re. 
gard  to  Whiakey  Drinking. 

Since  we  are  confronted  with  the  evils  of 
intemperance  and  our  young  men  hate  a 
tendency  and  disposition  toward  the 
drinking  habit,  it  is  well  that  the  Christian 
should  have  a well-defined  position  on  this 
question. 

In  the  5th  chapter  of  Gal.  19-23,  drunk- 
enness is  placed  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
worst  of  crimes,  and  temperance  is  placed 
along  with  gentleness,  meek  ness, goodness, 
and  other  fruits  of  the  Spirit  which  arc 
characteristic  of  the  Christian.  The  Bjble 
plainly  teaches  the  deceptive  nature  of 
wine  and  the  curse  of  strong  drink  that 
“at  last  it  biteth  like  a serpent  and  stjng- 
eth  like  an  adder.”  Therefore  every  Chris- 
tian who  is  interested  in  thecauseofChfist 
and  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom, and 
the  cause  of  humanity,  should  stand  firm- 
ly against  the  evils  of  intemperance,  both 
by  precept  and  by  example. 

God’s  standard  of  righteousness  on  this 
question  is  to  “be  temperate  in  all  things." 
To  be  temperate  is  to  encourage  morality 
and  decency;  to  be  intemperate  is  to  en- 
courage sin  and  vice.  No  Christian  Can 
practice  drinking  without  forfeiting  biain- 
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fluence  for  good.  We  are  more  influenced 
by  example  than  by  precept.  Any  unwor- 
thy conduct  on  the  part  of  a church  mem- 
ber is  a proof  that  he  does  not  believe  what 
he  professes.  It  is  necessary  that  we  should 
live  consistent,  Christian  lives  in  order  that 
we  may  wield  a moral  and  Christian  influ- 
ence, as  well  as  reap  the  reward  of  a well- 
spent  life.  Christians  are  called  to  be 
saints.  They  are  called  to  be  the  light  of 
the  world,  the  salt  of  the  earth,  fo  glorify 
Him  who  bought  them  with  His  blood,  to 
be  k witness  to  unbelievers,  and  by  their 
Godly  lives  commend  Christ  to  men. 

The  Bible  teaches  us  to  live  righteously 
for  “no  drunkard  shall  enter  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.”  Church  members  should  nev- 
er touch  or  drink  anything  intoxicating 
unless  absolutely  necessary  for  medical 
purposes.  They  should  be  outspoken  and 
exert  their  influence  agdinst  the  drinking 
habit  everywhere  and  endeavor  to  build 
up  a wholesome  sentiment  against  it.  The 
only  safe  and  sensible  Svay  for  church  mem- 
bers is  not  to  drink  at  all.  Total  absti- 
nence is  the  only  safeguard. 

Sad  to  say  that  we  have  quite  a number 
of  brethren  who  say  there  is  no  harm  in 
taking  a drink.  These  are  the  brethren 
who  exert  an  influence  over  those  who 
drink  to  excess.  We  need  the  power  and 
influence  of  these  brethren  for  total  absti- 
nence. The  churches  seem  to  know  what 
to  do  with  the  memliers  who  get  drunk. 
But  brethren,  what  shall  we  do  with  the 
drinking  members  who  do  not  get  drunk? 
We  should  be  mote  rigid  in  our  discipline 
in  dealing  with  drinking  members.  I be- 
lieve it  is  time  for  the  churches  to  with- 
draw fellowship  from  members  who  par- 
ticipate in  social  drinking  or  use  whiskey 
as  a beverage. 

Brethren,  let  us  obey  the  injunction  of 
the  Scriptures  and  “live  soberly,  righteous- 
ly and  Godly  in  this  present  world.”

The  most  nfotAble  improvement  is  the  pat- 
ting in  of  a^cohaplete  system  of  waterworks 
and  electraflidhts.  The  spring  at  the  foot 
of  Moan  Hill  pi  being  enlarged  and  will 
supply  aa  goof  water  ascan  be  had  almost 
any  where  in  »ie  earth.  The  water  will  be 
piped  all  over'  town,  into  all  the  homes, 
and  the  buildipgs  and  campi  of  Hillman 
and  Mississippi  College.  The  electric 
lights  will  be  in  evidence  everywhere.  To 
the  old  boys  it  will  sonnd  like  a ‘‘tale 
that  ia  told,  fop  good  tD  be  believed, when 
they  hear  that;  the  streets,  the  houses,  the 
campus  and ( college  buildings  all  will  be 
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ablaze  with  electric  glory  when  school  op- 
ens again  and  before.  The  old  town  will 
be  pulsating  with  the  new  life  of  the  glori- 
ous days  that  are  now  upon  us,  and  the 
College  wil^just  fairly  be  entering  in  upon 
the  career  of  which  the  fathers  dreamed 
when  they  founded  her.  Really  it  *is  not 
too  much  to  expect  to  see  four  hbJsdred 
students  there  next  year.  There  333  last 
year.  r ^ 

To  meet  the  new  and  enlarging  situation 
there  will  of  absolute  necessity  have  to  be 
some  great  improvement  in  buildings  and 
equipment  in  the  near  future.  The  author- 
ties  have  long  felt  this,  and  will  no  doubt  in 
due  time  set  their  plans  before  the  people. 
The  Baptist  would  like  to  see  them  take 
action  right  early.  1.  The  “cottages"  on  the 
campusought  to  be  displaced  by  a splendid, 
modem  brickj  dormitory — with  steam 
heat,  electric  lights,  waterworks,  through- 
out. A new  fence  ought  to  be  put  around 
the  college  grounds  and  twocoats  of  paint 
put  on  everything— except  the  bell, to  which 
the  boys  usually  attend. 

Under  the  blessings  of  our  God,  the 
□umber  of  students  has  so  increased  that 
enlargement  in  recitation  room  is  greatly 
needed.  The  rooms  we  have  are  not  only 
too  few  but  entirely  too  small.  Last  year 
the  class-rooms  were  uncomfortably  pack- 
ed. Hence  it  is  easy  to  see  what  would  lie 
the  result  if  we  shall  be  able  to  add  75  or 
100  more  students,  which  is  quite  proba- 
ble. The  old  buildings  would  not  be  a loss, 
but  could  lie  utilized  quite  profitably  for 
other  purposes. 

All  this  will  cost  money,  a good  large 
sum  of  money,  as  people  looked  at  nfoney 
even  ten  years  ago.  But  recent  events 
show  that  there  is  money  in  the  country 
Jpr  just  such  purposes  as  this.  We  doubt 
not  that  there  are  several  brethren  and 
sisters,  with  money  ready  now  to  start  the 
work  agoing  on  a large  scale.  Look  at 
what  happened  at  Nashville— $53, 000  sub- 
scribed in  less  than  one  hour  lor  the  Sem- 
inary at  Louisville.  We  have  reas- 
on to  believe  that  half  a dozen  men  and 
women  could  be  found  who  are  willing  to 
give  as  much  as  $5,000  apiece  to  start  the 
work  of  improvement  at  the  college..  See 
what  has  been  done  for  the  Orphanage. 
Look  at  what  we  are  doing  for  Missions. 
There  are  plenty  of  people  with  lots  of 
money,  and  we  believe  now  is  the  time  to 
strike  for1  great  things  in  the  way  of  im- 
provements for  the  College.  Don’t  start 
out  with  any  old-world  ideas;  get  a pres- 
ent-day American  idea  and  go  before  the 
people  with  something  great  for  them  to 
do  and  they  will  do  it.  People  somehow 
do  enjoy  doing  big  things.  The  pastors 
who  have  large  revival  meetings  and  bap- 
tize many  people  are  the  pastors  who  plan 
for  large  things.  The  pastors  who  get 
large  collections  for  missions  are  those  who 
ask  and  plan  for  large  things.  Let  the 
College  plan  for  large  things,  ask  for  large 
things,  attempt  large  things  and  large 
things  will  come  to  pass. 

Then  there  is  just  one  other  thing  that 
ought  to  be  done— the  professors  ought  to  . 
be  better  paid.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
with  commendable  liberality  voted  a ten 
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per  cent  increase  to  them  in  the  future;  but 
that  is  not  enough,  in  view  of  the  demands 
that  are  made  upon  them  to  keep  up  with 
the  times,  in  an  age  of  new  methods,  the 
making  of  many  books  and  the  iqcreased 
cost  of  living.  ' 

We  need  to  spend  50  thoi^and  dollars  in 
improvements  as  herein  outlined,  if  we  ate 
to  funiish  educational  facilities  for  jail  our 
people.  We  have  more  people  now  than 
we  have  ever  had;  there  are  more  people  to 
go  to  school,  more  people  who 'are  able  to 
pay  for  schooling  and  we  ought  to  always 
be  ready  to  accommodate  *11  who  come. 
We  have  done  that  up  till  now;  but  there 
must  be  a lengthening  of  the  cords,  a 
strengthening  of  the  stakes  for  the  future. 
We  had  just  as  well  prepare  for  the  stu- 
dents—they  are  coming.

An 
educational  rally  had  been  worked  bp  and 
announced  tor  this  place  on  last  Saturday 
and  Sunday.
